selzure Mr. Henry W, Johuson, counsel to the Board
of Commissioners of Quaravtive, forwarded a cotumuani
cation to the Secrtuiy of -the Treasury ln which he
stated that the Buird had just been wformed that an
order had been issued by the Collector, or oue of his
subordinates. that no baggage shiould bereafter be in-
ted in Quarantine or lnuded from any vesscl while
under quarautine, He referred to the nnpropriety of the
order, which wonld change apractice Which had existed
for years, und which hiud proved so entirely acceptable
to publie, and which had never been praductive of
de t to the public revenue. The communication
with s request that the Becretary might lsaue such
jnstructions to the Collector s would hereafier secure
the apeedy release of baggnee from versols under quar-
sutine as soon us the Health Otficer shall deem it free
fron infection,

The eommunication was reforred by the Becretary of
tho Treasury to the Collcctor for an explanation, in
geference to the alleged onder. His answer was accom-
eu.nnd by a report from Burveyor Wakemin, in which it

a8 stated that the “ existence of the order in guestion
was & fallacy, and that nothing but harmony and the

irit of accommodution were b present oxisting between
Federal and Btate fonctionaries in the relation re-
ferred to.”
